of Venezuela, which might have m e n ­ 
aced the Monroe doctrine it sucoetisfui, 
were made here today by u G erm an 
sea captain,— Erich Hirschfeld. 


Hirechfeld also declared that nego­ 
tiations ha d been opened with G er­ 
m a n y to get armti and intim ated that 
similar negotiatioins hail been brulaoh- 
ed at Home. 
Hirschfeld, finding that 
he

ancially, revealed that plot to P re s i­ 
dent Gomez

Hirschfeld implicated Dr. X ortega 
Martinez, fo rm er foreign minister of 
V e n e z u e la ; General Alcajntara, former 
minis ter 
of

fo rm er Venezuelan who is now a citi­ 
zen of Holland and a la n k e r . 
F o l­ 
lowing the exposure A lca n ta ra wa^-i 
a rre ste d on board a ship that ha d been 
purc hased to ca rry a r m s a n d a m m u n i ­ 
tion from E urope to South America. 


Following the revol utionary revela- 
tiims Martinez accused H irshfeld of 
ha ving been a Gerlnan spy in the U. 
S. durimg the war. 
Hirschfeld vigor­ 
ously denied this accusation. 


Hirschfeld is a « eama n an d form­ 
erly com m a nde d a ship. 
He did not 
explain how he originally biicame af­ 
filiated with the plotters.

Persons from every walk of life in 
Bristol visited the Bracken hom e yes­ 
terday, stood along the st reets as the 
cortege passed,

about the grave, and expressed their 
feeling in floral tokens of regard. It 
was a touching testimonial uf a to w n ’s 
people to a soldier boy whom most of 
them had kno w n in life. 
Services were held at the Bracken 
home 531 Linden street. Rev. H enry 
M. H a rtm a n n , pastor of Pre s byte ria n 
Churc h, spoke briefly yet with deep 
feeling, of the lad who had fearlessly 
laid down his life at his c o u n tr y’s call.

his late residence and gazed upon the 
closed coffin with reverence. Banked 
a bo ut the coffin w ere floral tokens es­ 
timated in value at a s u m a ppro xim a t­ 
ing 1400.
